THOUGHT SUBSTITUTION 


aa F YOU ARE ONE of those who have 
| ie & “2 had little success in applying Truth to 
yee your problems because of your unruly 

<< thoughts, if you have been able to do 
very little with concentration and the exercise 
of the will over your thinking, the method that 
we are suggesting to you in this message will 
especially appeal to you because of its simplicity 
and practicability. 

We can readily see that we would become 
tired mentally if we compelled ourselves to take 
a rigid stand against adverse and unruly 
thoughts. We can see that, when we did relax 
from such a tension, the old negative thoughts 
would seem to have more power over us than 
ever. The most effective method, then, would 
appear to be that one in which there was no 
mental strain, little effort required, and healthy 
thinking generated. 

Let us illustrate this idea in this way: Sup- 
pose you have continually recurring to your 
mind the thought that another has treated you 
most unjustly. Unless you have trained your 
mind to think according to Truth, this thought 
will continue to nettle your mind when you are 
not actively thinking of something else. In the 
last part of this sentence we have mentioned 
the very secret of thought substitution: learn 
to switch your attention instantly to some other 
thought that will neutralize the action of the 
negative one! 

In your early attempts to practice thought 
substitution, it would be well for you to have in 
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mind or at hand some Truth affirmation, article, 
or poem that you have found especially helpful 
—one that commands, also, your attention and 
interest. If it is an article that has a direct 
bearing upon the condition that you want to 
handle, results will come easier and surer. 

The method of procedure is most simple: 
when the old negative thought comes to you, 
switch your attention to the article or poem that 
commands your interest... There is no power 
on earth that can make you think an adverse 
thought when you are interested in a positive 
one. If you are really interested in thinking 
of the justice of God at work in your life, you 
cannot be induced to think of some so-called in- 
justice of man. Upon the slightest evidence of 
the recurring of the undesirable thought you 
must begin to think of the subject in which you 
are interested. 

Thought substitution is, by far, the simplest, 
easiest, and most efficacious method of taking 
command of the mental faculties. One person 
who became interested in this method said that, 
when the old thought recurred to him, he had a 
feeling, as it were, of languidly preferring to 
think of something else. He defined this feeling 
as one in which he felt so superior to the old 
thought that he just switched his attention to 
the substitution thought, with a sense that the 
change was no effort at all on his part. He 
found that the new thought that he became in- 
terested in made a definite break between his 
mind and the old belief. He found that he took 
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THOUGHT SUBSTITUTION 5 


command of the situation by not thinking that 
he had a personal problem to handle, but by 
thinking of the ease with which he could choose 
to think a desirable thought and become in- 
terested in what it developed. 


The little irritating thought that formerly 
seemed so important to you will become quite 
insignificant when the importance of Truth is 
emphasized in your consciousness. Remember, 
you are not to fight the old thought. You are 
not to stand it up and say to it that it is nothing. 
If you find you do your best work by a few well- 
chosen denials, by all means use them, but ac- 
cording to this thought-substitution method the 
work is purely affirmative. 


Some students of Truth find that they make 
their demonstrations just by turning in thought 
to God. By this method they let go of negative 
beliefs and become so enthused with thinking 
about the prevalence of God’s goodness that 
they easily lose sight of the negative belief. 


The psychological aspect of thought substi- 
tution is very interesting. In its practice the 
individual in some way recognizes that in the 
past he has mesmerized his affairs by his nega- 
tive thinking, he recognizes the power of spirit- 
ual thought, he recognizes his ability to choose 
between two kinds of thought and to think 
what he desires to think, he realizes his ability 
to take command of his world by becoming the 
avenue through which spiritual forces are set 
to work. 











SUPREME BEINGC—BEING SUPREME 


20D IS unconsciously recognized by the 
Be majority of mankind in time of stress 
=» and adversity. Even the one who has 

—«a seemed to live farthest from God, who 
has seemed most stubborn in recognizing Him, 
will, in time of danger, cry out, “Oh, God, help 
me!” We can see that there is something in 
man that unconsciously recognizes a Supreme 
Being, something in his soul that causes him 
to know and to feel that there is a power mighty 
to lift him out of danger, mighty to reduce ad- 
versity to nothingness, mighty to establish it- 
self in place of seeming evil. 

Man’s personal efforts, at times, may fail, 
his worldly wisdom may prove unwise, but he 
knows through all experience that there is a 
power, a supreme wisdom, that has unquestion- 
able and unfailing might and strength. It is 
man’s nature innately to feel the existence of a 
Supreme Being. Probably one of the character- 
istics that he has in common with those of the 
animals is that he recognizes his Maker and his 
Master. 

To define the Supreme Being is not an easy 
task, because the language of the heart is not 
easily translated into spoken or written lan- 
guage. Since man can voice what God is not— 
ignorance, inharmony, hate, fear, disease, and 
lack—we begin to think of God as the power 
that is the antithesis of all these. The Supreme 
Being can be defined as the power of under- 
standing, peace, love, life, and substance. 

In times when hate or fear seem active in

man’s life, he turns to God, and God reveals 
Himself as love—the omnipresence and omnipo- 
tence of love. In times of disease, he turns to 
God, and finds that God is life. By thinking of 
God as having all power, and of life as being 
all-powerful, he loses sight of his belief in dis- 
ease and finds God has come to his rescue. He 
finds that God has been supreme over his own 
limited beliefs. 

The thought that something is Supreme Be- 
ing conveys to his mind the idea that this some- 
thing is, lives, and endures. He begins to won- 
der where it is, where it lives, where it has its 
being. When he learns that he is the child of 
God, that his Father is in him, that the kingdom 
of heaven is within him, that nothing of the 
external world has power over him, the truth of 
God’s abiding within him is perceived. 

Next, a question comes to his mind: “If God, 
Supreme Being, is within me, then we must be 
interrelated to such an extent that I, too, am 
supreme over something. What of the things 
of the world that have appeared to be supreme 
over me?” We can see that he timidly ap- 
proaches the new relation, since he does not 
want to feel personally that he is God. How- 
ever, he does need to make a new adjustment, 
for God in him must be recognized as supreme. 

A new feeling now comes to him, that of be- 
ing supreme. He innately senses that some- 
thing within him—something akin to light, 
peace, joy, love, and life—is supreme over what 
he has called evil, sin, ignorance, hate, disease, 
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and failure. Recognizing the Supreme Being, 
he has found a feeling of his being supreme in 
himself. To him, knowing the Supreme Being 
is really being supreme! 


Do you see that man must know and recog- 
nize God in order to feel supreme over things 
of the world and situations of life? Do you 
not see that he must make a connection between 
the supremacy of God and himself, God’s child, 
in order for God’s overshadowing love and 
power to be active in his life? Making such a 
connection is but a matter of knowing and 
recognizing the truth of Being. 


You, yourself, do not know God as your Su- 
preme Being until you have found the Spirit of 
God within you as making you feel supreme 
over every temptation of the world, every 
temptation to believe that some person or ex- 
ternal thing is mightier than or supreme over 
God in the very midst of you. It matters not 
what denomination of Christianity you are al- 
lied with, you have not grasped the deeper and 
mystical Truth of Christ until you find that God 
in your midst is supreme over every external 
adverse condition—and that you, too, are su- 
preme. 


To believe that evil, sin, disease, and poverty 
are supreme over you, too much for the might 
of God within you, is to admit that you fail in 
recognizing the supremacy of God and that of 
your own soul. Remember, supremacy is with- 
out any concession, excuse, or limitation. 
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IN COMMAND OF AFFAIRS 


¥a@0OU ARE either in charge of the affairs 
» ‘fm of your life or else you are the victim 
mm of every adverse wind of circumstance. 
You have power to master the circum- 
stances of your life, or else circumstances 
master you. You can command situations 
through the God-given power of mastery within 
you, or else God-in-you is a hopeless victim in 
the hands of adverse conditions. 

Man is the only creation of God having the 
power to say, “No,” and, “Yes.” He is the only 
one with power to choose the direction that he 
is to take and able to continue in that way. He 
has been given power over lesser creations. 
He has been given consciousness of the presence 
of God within him. His claim to a soul is in- 
disputable. 

To man has been said, “Greater is he that is 
in you than he that is in the world.” Mightier 
is the Spirit of God in him than are the persons, 
things, and conditions about him. Greater is 
the power of Truth than the belief that persons, 
external things, and circumstances can master 
him. Greater is the presence of God within 
him than is the appearance of sin, evil, disease, 
and want about him. 

At this point you may ask, “If man through 
the power of indwelling Spirit is in command 
of the affairs of his life, why has he not known 
this before and taken command?” Because he 
has allowed himself to be subject to the 
race belief of his subordination to things. Be- 
cause he has believed that God is far from him, 
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apart from him, unconcerned with his temporal 
affairs and problems. 


The person who does not know the truth of 
his power to take command of his life, its events 
and circumstances, is seemingly blown about by 
every wind of caprice and change. He lacks 
substance and balance, the foundation and back- 
ground of Truth. 


“He that overcometh, I will make him a 
pillar in the temple of my God.” He that over- 
comes false beliefs and turns to Truth will find 
the pillar of the Lord within him, making him 
as adamant to things of the outer world, caus- 
ing him to stand firm when, otherwise, he would 
fall, making him conscious of his power to 
command affairs of the external world and to 
see them subject to his word of Truth. 


Sometimes when a young student in Truth 
has a problem to handle he attempts to shift 
responsibility by stepping aside and thinking 
that God will right all conditions. He makes a 
mistake, not by giving up personal concern in 
the matter, but by not knowing or clearly real- 
izing that God is at work. This is a most im- 
portant point. The individual must realize that 
God within him is actually at work. He must 
realize that, instead of his affairs’ being handled 
by a seemingly adverse power, as he formerly 
believed, they are now actually in the keeping 
of God. He must have the clear conviction that 
the Spirit of wisdom, justice, order, peace, and 
prosperity has command of his affairs. 



















IMPORTANT—OR INSIGNIFICANT 


ZZ perhaps—was it se sanureane 
after all? That something which some 
one told you some one else had said or done— 
are you carrying that in your mind today? The 
failure or mistake of last year—is it important 
today? Could any experience of yesterday be 
important enough to rob today of the happiness 
that is in store for you? 

Perhaps the affair was given importance be- 
cause of the mood that you were in at the time. 
Perhaps your mental attitude was such that 
you did not exercise good judgment, and you 
reacted to it with a spirit of rebellion when 
under normal conditions you would have let the 
incident pass unnoticed. Possibly you made a 
most insignificant situation one that seemed to 
be of great importance. Such could easily be 
the case. 

If you happen to be in personal conscious- 
ness—in the belief that persons and things can 
affect, harm, or interfere with your well-being 
and success—a little experience that centers 
around what another has said or done may seem 
quite important to you. If you live in the free- 
dom of universal consciousness—in the realiza- 
tion that you live above and beyond what others 
think, say, or do—such experiences are most 
trivial. What do you, the child of God, care if 
another behaves unseemly? His conduct but 
betrays his own need for Truth. 

When another mistreats you, that one but 
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advertises the fact that he lacks understanding. 
The person who is inconsiderate of another 
needs compassion. Above all, do not think of 
his actions as having importance in your own 
life. His need for refinement may be most im- 
portant in his own life, but it is totally in- 
significant in yours. 


If you will sift out and examine the various 
little secret and subconscious hurt feelings that 
you may be harboring, you will find them woe- 
fully insignificant. They can have little im- 
portance to one who views life from a universal 
standpoint. They cannot be important to one 
whose vision and thought should be on his on- 
going. If you look back to insignificant things 
of the past, you will take your attention from 
important things of the present. 


After all, what is important in life? First 
of all, Truth. Truth as it reveals to you your 
relation to God—peace, freedom, justice, love— 
in the midst of you. Truth as it reveals to you 
your freedom from what others think, say, or 
do. Truth as it shows you that your thought 
must be directed away from insignificant 
things, from affairs of personal consciousness, 
to the important things of Spirit. 


What is important? Your being impersonal, 
unaffected by persons and things, forgetful of 
mistakes and failures of the past, true to the 
vision of your going forward and upward to 
the goal of your mastery and perfection.
